Discussed Before 
Medical Meeting 

Definite Plans Essential For 
Making Sacrifice 
Worthwhile 

COST DI SADV ANTAGE 

Kiiowledge Of A Foreign 
Language Necessary For . 
Fullest Understanding 

"When a man feels that other study 
is necessary, then is tho time to take 
postgraduate studies," stated Dr. Geo. 
Fleet of the Montreal General 
pltal at the regular Medical Under- 
graduates Mooting held last ' night. 
"But," continued Dr. Fleet, "It is 
highly essential to have a definite 
idea of what is wanted before post- 
graduate work is attempted." Tho 
speaker -then went on to give in- 
stances of preparation for this out- 
side study. \ 

If a short time, say two months, is 
available a man should only expect 
to see men and clinics. For this 
purpose ho should Join a medical tour 
such as tho Interstate -Postgraduate 
Medical Society at the sum of (1200 
for two months where some two hun- 
dred men gather In a big theatre try- 
ing to SCO an abdominal operation. 
However -, this " only gives otio the 
chance of seeing men ut work and 
provides- a holiday and ts therefore 
not ' the .way to get postgraduate 
knowledge. 

Get Better Results 
Considering thp necessity of post- 
graduate studies, I>r. Fleet said, 
"without postgraduato work' one au- 
tomatically drifts into one method of 
doing things, whilo travel shows other 
men have different Ideas and may 
get better results,. , .ï'urther, meeting 
great men is a certain etirnulua it for 
no other reason that on returning one 
Is enabled to get more out of articles 
written by them." Touching on the 
disadvantages of these studies ..the 
:ono^ of prime Importance Is probably 
.the£^Mt and after 4hls the loss of 
'potUii^: and connections. 'VVhlJe .liJi; 
theTitifdr ' hand tho advantages ore 
that 'it gives a chance for honest 
study mainly. -

Widely varying points oi view 
arose In tho discussion of the sub- 
ject, "Is belief in God necessary to 
morality," at last night's meeting of 
tho Philosophical Society in Stralh- 
cona Hall. Tho two outstanding 
ones wore, ''on -tho one hand that- re- 
ligious belief is the source and sanc- 
tion of morality, and on tho other, 
that morality is a purely social 
phenomenon with no reforcnco to 
anything divine. 

.It*,wiii9VJiutfGe9t«S th<* outset of 
the discussion that our moral stan- 
dards' may provido the material for 
our • idèa of God. It was argued, 
hdwcv^er that;;if God is the idealiza- 
tion of ' the moral attributes of good 
men, then what is tho valuo of be- 
lief in God for morality? Why ape 
your own image. 

Ambiguous Wording. 

Following tho discussion- of this 
point. Dr. .Porteous remarked upon 
-the ambiguous wording of the sub- 
ject, Instancing the possible interpre- 
tations ; of ,; tiie word "Necessity" as 
applied -to -the necessity of belief In 
God' to morality, one being tho psy- 
chological interpretation, and the 
other the logical one. Does moral- 
ity depend on religion in so far as 
the religiously . Influenced morality 
of a community affect, the morality 
of an atheist In its midst? ,-,pn the 
other hand.^^^^^^^^^^^^^qntra- 

moral? - 

Among other viewpoints Oxpres- 
■jsla^WMÎ^ithat of tho purely relative 
haturé'>4if 'morality. The discussion,' 
however; Invariably returned to the 
main issue, and while no definite 
decision was reached, the general 
feeling was that while belief in . -od 
is -not absolutely necessary to mor- 
ality,' nevertheless It is of great value

Says Dr. Simpson 

Hygiene Lectures To, R.V.C. 
FrcÉbetteft Delivered 



Dr. J. C. Simpson, of the Faculty 
Ot Medicine, gave the first of tho 
Belies of hygiene lectures for frcsh- 
ettes at K.V.C; yesterday. In opening 
the lecturo Sr. Simpson likened the 
human body to a machine In that It 
needs fiicl to keep It going, it has to 
be repaired, and when it wears out it 
Is 'discarded or dies. 

The energy, or fuel wlilch keeps the

-be brought to a stop and repaired, 

the human body must do Its own re> 
pairs constantly -nhllo every part of 
this complicated mechanism is at 
work.

German." Moat clinicians can speak 
English but to get the most^ out of it 
an ' nnderstondlng: of German Is 
necessary.

'twelve months should be allowed for 
the trip. In, London Interne positions 
are open which obviate a great deal 
of the cost of the work. 

Definite tins of: Study 

A program shoiild : be ; worked out 
before where one wishes to go. "On; 
arrival at the clinics," advised Dr. 
Fleet, "sign up with eomo course — 
some definite line of study. In Lon- 
don courses are arranged for various 
degrees. Tho primary course - con- 
sists of anatomy, biochemistry and 
physiology. There is no finer way of 
getting a surgical training than a 
course for final fellowships. The three 
best hospitals In London are Guy's, 
St Bartholomew's, and the London 
Hospital Guy^sjlgu^^ particularly 
for' Its cIlnIcB«^*'^^nirai^!a8Bea are riin 
three mornings a week and interest- 
ing cases are gathered from all the 
outdoor departihents^^^^^class is.
